AS TO ELEVATOR SITES. 

Work is proceeding on fhe spur 
track, and although as a part of a 
great trans-continenial railway en- 
terprise it might very well proceed a 
good deal faster, still. there is a rea- 
(sonable prospect thiat it will be in 
shape for traffic before the crop will 
have to be moved. But there seems i¢ 
be some difficulty about its operation, 
The C. P. R. don’t have to, and its pro 
prietors, the Canadian Northern, don’t 
want to, Indeed it eguld only be oper- 
ated by them uncer present circum} 
stances at coasiderable inconvenience, 
if not actual loss. Still 1t 1s not to be 
tuppozed that with the spur in shape 
to operate and farge quantities of 
grain to be moved it will remain unu& 
ed. Messrs. Mackeazie & Mann have 
agreed to operate it and no doubt thay 
will either operate it themselves or ar~ 
range for its operation. 

iv grain is to be handled economical- 
ly elevatora will have to ba erected. 
And in order that they shail be ready 
in time they should! be commenced nefiv. 
But grain men are holding back as yet 
for two reasons, One because 0” un- 
certainty as to the operation of the 
spur; and the other as to the lorpation 
of the station of the main line of the 
Canadian Northern when constructed. 
An idea has been circulated that the 
Canadian Northern will run north of 
the Beaver Hills and cross the Shskat- 
chewan at Fort Saskatchewan or 
Clover Bar, coming into Edmonton at 
the rear instead of the front as_ the 
spur does. This would admit a? a sta- 
tion on the upland on the same level 
as the town, instead of om the flat, 
150 feet below the tewn, which is the 
situation of the proyosed| station at the 
end of the spur. O7 course the situa- 
tion. in rear of town—if not too far in 
rear—is much to be preferredi But 
the end of the track by fvhich that 
station is io be reached) is as yet six,yr 
seven hundred miles away and when 
the road is built it is quite as likely 
to cress the river by the present bridge 
and spur to the siation in theflat as it 
is to cross by a bridge built elsewhere 
at the company’s expense. The  ata- 
tion in rear of ictwn is a distant possi- 
bility; the station in the ‘lat is practie 
cally a certainty before the present 
crop comes of/, i ‘ 

Even if a station were esiablished 
in rear of town the ilat is the better 
place at which io handle grain, Grain 
grows ov both sides of the valley and 
can be delivered easily to elevators in 
the valley from both sides. While an 
elevator on one Side iis cut 
ofi by the difficulties of climbing the 
hill with loads from the, trade qf the 
other side. 

Supposing the Canadian Northern 
main line ran through the northern 
part of town, the company would no 
doubt make <ounectign with the spur 
which they now own for the purpose of 
exchanging traffic over ihe C. & E, 
This would most certainly be the case 
if the C. N. R. acquired) the C. & {R, 
Elevators in the flat would therefore 
be in as good a positiga to ship oui 
over the Canadian Nortbern main line 
as if they were on the upper level. 

In case the C. P. R. acquires the C. 
& H., and no connectian with ithe Cana- 
dian Northern is made, although the 
distance to Fort William is greater by 
that route than it will be over the 
Canadian Northern the rates will be 
the same. The C. P. R. will have to 
give the same rate as the Canadian 
Northern in order to do business. 
Thereiore the elevator in the flat 
would be as well off having. connec- 
tion only with the C. & E. over the 
present spur as it would having connec- 
tion only with the Canadian Northern 
main line. . 

An elevator cannot be boih in ihe 
flat and on the upper level. With! the 
operation of the spur an elevator in ihe 
flat has all the shipping advantages 
that ove on the upper level could pos- 
sibly have, ‘There is therefore no gaod 
reason for letting twe or three years 
good busivess slip by, waiting for sqome- 
thing that may noi occur, and if it did 
occur would not make any difference 
to elevators now constructed.

Just before the rumor was staried by 
the Winnipeg grain men regarding the 
germinating qualities of Alberia oais, 
a promineat local dealer had bought 
five cars ef seed oats. The farmers be- 
came doubtful and would not iake 
them. After much trouble and. loss he 
got them, off his hands. They gave the 
most entire satisfaction to the purchas- 
ers. Another dealer who brought 
down. a large quantity was caught in 
exactly the same way. In testis made 
by these parties 95 to 98 per cent of 
the grain germinated 

Of course oats may look very well 
and not he good for seed, differing in 
that way very materially from wheat. 
No ene complains of the Winnipeg dea]- 
ers advising caugion in the purchase 
of seed oats. The complaint is that 
they tried to make the purchasing pulp 
lic believe that no Alberta oats were 
fit for seed, for the purpose of depress- 
ing the price here, The easy and sure 
way to decide whether oats are fit for 
seed or not is to apply the growing 
test, in a box in the house. If this 
is done no one need be deceived.

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HALIFAX TO CAPE TOWN | 


The following account of the trip of 
a portion of the Mgunted Ritles from 
Halifax to Cape Town, has been receie 
ed by the kirdness o| Lawrence Adam- 
son, who joined th> Sorce in Cttawa; 

The last regiment oc. cbe last Cana- 
dian contingent (5th Regiment Cana- 
diac Mounted Ri‘lesj), which in all 
probability will take part in the pres- 
ent wer in Segih Africa, sailed from 
Halifax on friday, the twenty-third 
day of May, 1902, The embarkation 
arrangements were carried through in 
ap. crderly and workmanlike manner, 
The horses, stores, kit and baggage 
were got aboard the day previous ig 
sailing. Number of horses embarked 
555, Dhe smart manner in which’ the 


horses were placed in their stalls is de- 


serving of special mention, The 
ofcers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers in charge of the’  pro- 
ceedings were complimented by 


Lt.-Col. A. C. Macdpnell, D.S. O., for 
the business like way in which they 
periormed their duiies, E ‘ 

On Friday. the 23rd day of May at 
concentration camp, reveille was 
sounded at 430 a. m. Troops paraded 
at 7;50 and were marched smartly off 
to Deep Water terminus, headed by the 
band of the R, C. R. and embarked at 
eight o'clock. Time occupied in em- 
barkation of troops is said to be “re 
cord” time for embarkatiaa of a Cana- 
dian regiment. The time was nine- 
teen minuies. Shorily after the troops 
were on board the gool ship “Corin- 
thian” cast loose from the wharf and 
swung out into the siream where she 
lay until close to noon. Whilst lying 
off Halifax the final inspectfon was 
made by the honorable the minister of 
militia, (Dr. Borden). Colonel Mac- 
donell had arranged for an entertain- 
ment of bag pipe music and Highland 
dancing on board, which was much ap 
preciated by the officers and men. The 
tender at 11;15 a. m. steamed up along- 
side and took the minisier of militia 
and ali shore goers an bouird. The 
minister received a hearty cheer, as 
did Mrs. Macdonell, as the tender pass- 
ed off from the trogpship, The “Cor- 
inthian” then weighed anchor 
and started on her long sea voyage to 
Cape Town and some few of the skep- 
tical on board thought that Kriday was 
an uniucky day to sail on, but at this 
time—over three weeks after sailing— 
there is nothing to prove that there is 
the least foundation far their supersti- 
tion, as better weather cguld not hive 
beea ordered from the clerk of the wea- 
ther. Although the sea was by ro 
meant rough, “there is a queer sort of 
up and down motion one ‘meets on ths 
treacherous oceao, which inspired mast 
of the western soldier boys with tho 
not’on (Broncho busting notign was not 
in it) that they were‘never built for 
the sea. The “Corinthian” has proved 
herself to be a ‘goog’ Ppat, as well as ‘a 
a steady one, allhgugh not very speedy. 
Her best run so far being 290 knots 
made en Tuesday the 3rd day of June. 
There has been little sickness amongsi 
the men since leaving their old western 
homes. The horses have stcod the voy- 
age very well, there Daving been only 
eleven deaths to date, This is consid- 
ered a small loss as compared with 
other shipments of horses on long sea 
voyages, 

On several occasions the “fire alarm” 
has beer sounded to tesi the capability 
of the men in getting to their respec- 
tive places ih an orderly manner. What 
was supposed to be a real fire alarm 
was scurded unexpectedly on June 2nd, 
and it was found that the men had so 
much benefited by their previous _ in- 
structions that they fell in their 4al- 
loted places quietly in the short space 
of three minutes. On investigation it 
was found that ihe cause of the alarm 
was the escaping steam at high press- 
ure, from a bath room pipe. 

Since the first sea sickness wore off 
and the men got into their places the 
“routine” began and is as follows;

The great event of the voyage was the 
arrival on board of “Father and Mrs, 
Neptune” at 3,09 p.m. on Saturdpy, 
June 7, 1902, when we were in latitud> 
0, longitude 60-9, when they proceeded 
to welcome new comers in to their re- 
gions in their well known hospitable 
style. All the officers, headed by Li.- 
Col. Macdonell, as well as the N. C. O’s 
and men entered heartily into the sport 
on. this occasion. Those who tgok their 
beth quieily and peaceably were let off 
with a gentle dip, but the “sea dogs” 
had, their instructions, and as a conse- 


quence the guards piled upon the obs. |

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THE GAG APPLIED. 

Wm. McAdams, editor of the San- 
don Paystreak, has ‘been sentenced to 
twenty-one monihs imprisonmeni in 
Victoria, B. C., jail for contempt of 
court. He may secure his release 
from imprisonment at the end of nine 
months by finding four sureties in the 
sum of $1,000 each for his future good 
conduct. The sentence amounts prac- 
tically to the destruction of McAdams’ 
business, which cost him the labor and 
effort of years to build) up. His offence 
was the publicaiiou in his paper oo a 
criticism of the action oi the suprems 
court of the province in postponing an 
important mining case. The case had 
been postponed from tims io time, the 
latest making a total of twenty-eight 
mouths. The Paystreak said that the 
postponement was on account of a pull 
which ore of the parties had and that 
the judges were corrupt, lazy, de- 
bauched and prejudiced, On being 
brought before the court McAdams ad- 
mitied that he should rot have charged 
that there was . pull, or that the 
judges were corrupt, and apologized jor 
saying so, but maintained that there 
had been undue delay in ibe case and 
that he was justitied iv that part of, his 
references. ‘ 

The Paystreak was not a very big 
paper ard McAdams may not have been 
a very important person. But the case 
is not less important an that account. 
It is usual iz public and in private hfe 
where an insult has heen given to ac- 
cept a proper apology. This is coasid- 
ered to be the course which best 
justifies the person or institution as 
sailed. It will be observed that Me 
Adams apologized for and withdrew. 
the aspersious which he had cast on 
the motives of the judges. Under ‘ar- 
dinary circumstances this would have 
been. considered sufficient, with per- 
hap3 imprisonment for a nominal term, 
to uphold the dignity of the bench. The 
sentence o° imprisonment which is\evi- 
dently intended to mean—ruin, if niot 
inflicted out of revenge, is the reply 
of the court to McAdams’ charge of? 
undue delay, , ( 

While comments on this case may be 
dangerous the Bulletin ventures to 
puggest that the members of the su- 
preme court of British Columtia have 
dore more to arouse suspicion in the 
public mind in support of McAdam:’ 
original charges against them, by the 
-jrcumstances and severity o@ his sent- 
ence, than any words of his could have 
dona. t ‘ ' 

Notwithstanding’ the possible out- 
rage upon the dignity of the bench the 
general public are interesied in know- 
ing whether there wus or was nov un- 
due delay in bringing the case in ques- 
tion to trial. Ii seems strarge that 
the court which took suci a / short 
time io bring McAdams from the in- 
terior of the country to the capital 
und sentence him to imprisonment and 
financial ruin should have taken twen- 
ty-eight mouihs to reach an impdrtant 
civil case. When judges use the power 
necessarily placed in their hands to gag 
public opinion on matters ot the most 
intimate public interest, they necessar- 
ily raise a question as to their mo 
tives. The press cannot afford to al- 
low itself to be gagged ir this manner, 
and the public cannot afford to allow 
it even it the press were willing, Pub- 
lic opinion should be brought to bear 
on the minister of jusiice tq secure the 
speedy release of McAdams, and tto 
probe to the boitom, the methods which 


occasioned fis criticism, and as 
well the motives which occas- 
ioned the sentence, A judge, or 


body of judges, whio use the uuthority 
placed in his or their hards to unduly 
deprive a subject of his liberiy offers 
the most complete reason for inypeach- 
ment and removal.

A FAST ATLANTIC LINE. 

Latest reports irdicate that there is 
a prospect o° the establishment 0° a 
Cansdian fast Atlantic steamship line 
at the joint cost for subsidy o* the Can- 
adian and British governments. Ths 
fast Atlantic line project has been b-- 
fore the public of Canad: for some 
years, but hitherto has rot met with 
universal acceptance. It was felt by 
many that with several fast Atlantic 
lines running from New York there 
was not a commercial opportunity for 
a like strictly Canadian service. Ths 
Canadian “government offered a bonus 
of three quarters of 2 million dollars 
a year fora Canadian fast line; but 
this was found not ta be sufficient to 
attract the necessary capital. The ab- 
sorption of the New, York lines by tha 
Morgan trust has introduced new and 
unthought of elements into the ques- 
tion of a Canadian fast line. The Im- 
perial government which was fully sat- 
isfied with the New York service £0 
long as it .was under the control o2 
British capitalists is not so well satis- 
fied now that ii is under the control 0° 
United States capitalists, and it ap- 
pears is willing for Imperial reasons 
to supplemeat the ofier of the Cana- 
dian government with an amount sufli- 
cient to secure the establishment of a 
Canedian fast line. The recent request 
for the submission of offers was no 
doubt to find out how. much would be 
needed in addition to the sianding 
Canadian offer of three quarters of a 
million a year. The change of senti- 
meut which causes the Imperial gov- 
erameat to put up a proportion of the 
cost of a fast line io Canada would no 
doubt aid in securing business for such 
a live so that it has become a much 
more practical project withir the year,

The exhibit of shorthorus was very 
good. Mr. P. Talbot, of Lacombe, ‘won 
sweepstakes on bull with a three year 
old of Mr. Cargill’s breeding. He was 
good on top and had splendidly sprung 
rib, Mr. G. Bennie, of Castle Avery, 
Man., had 17 head on exhibition, and 
won second om aged bull with one of 
W. C. Edward’s breeding. The keenest 
competition was in yearling shorthorn 
bulls, with eight entries, With the 
exceptiom of the Toronto fair I have 
never seen aS many promising young- 
sters together. They were nearly all 
owned *y small farmers near Edmon- 
ton, that is men farming from 350 to 
60) acres. ‘he fir-t prize went to a 
strawberrry roan 21 months old. This 
animal was particularly good from 
hocks to neck, thick through the heart, 
good chest handled right, skin mellow 
and soft, thick-set low down, blocky 
type, Second prize went to a rich dark 
red, three months calf, just landed of 
the cars, and sent out by Mr, A. W, 
Smith, of Mapie Lodge.

He took, up the chief points 
of each and really! gave a very instryc- 
tive address, Again at the banquet 
given by the directors to the judges and 
exhibitors, Mr. Anderson’s address was 
one of the best I have heard ina lopg 
time. While in Edmonton I heard a 
large number express their approval of 
the “one judge” plan, It was new to 
them. I also feel satisfied it would be 
difficult to select more competent men 
than Mr. Anderson and Dr, Reed. The 
latter was judge of horses, but I fwas 
not so much interested in that line as 
in cattle, I think, however, that the 
doctor gave guod satisfaction,” 
The Purebred Sale. 

A recent communication from the de- 
partment of agriculture at -Regina, 
says; “Ina letter dated July 6th, Thos, 
Daly, of Strathcona, purchaser of lot 
123 at our recent auction sale says,

Cattle at Kamloops, 

Mr. G. H. Hadwen, who is acting as 
the representative of the Dominion live 
stock division in British Columbia, and 
whe had a large share last year in in- 
augurating the stocker trade between 
Ontario and British Columbia, as well 
as in promoting the interprovincial 
trade in purebred siock reports con- 
cerning these branches of trade in the 
follosying manner; 3 

“j- visited Kamloops and went first 
to the Harper ranche io see the rqund 
up of about 1700 to 1800 head. This in- 
cluded 800 or 90U head of the dogies we 
shipped vut Jasi winter. The manager 
and men seem well satisiied with them 
and the way they are doing. fi 

The calves appear to have growa con- 
siderubly, and made fair yearlings, and 
should before the end o: the summer 
have caught up with che local yearlings 
and will in some, cases surpass them. 

The poor ones are no worse than ihe 
local late calves, I think on the whole 
they have done about as well as the 
yearlings although some of these, es- 
pecially the heifers are doing remark- 
ably well. Three or four of them were 
in calf when shipped and have calved 
already which meaus negligence on the 
part of the farmers in the east, 

On the whole the stockers are doing 
well and looking well, On the range 
they scatter and do not bunch. Com- 
trary, | think, to expectations, They 
were at first difficult to drive, but they 
are improving in this respect, and 

while getting more sense they, are mak- 
ing the other stock tamer. 

I left Kamloops for Douglas lake, 
passing some very nice farms on the 
way, including Mr. Hull’s where I 
spent the night and saw some of his 
horses, and very good ones too, He has 
a heavy Percheron purchased in Cali- 
fornia to which he is breeding his heav- 
lest mares, . ek AO tah ssf 

I spent some time at the B.C. Cattle 
Oo,, farm at Quilchena, They have 
some 1700 head and were shipping some 
very fine beef, The Donglas lake ranch 
is a magnificent property and the feed 
is very good this year. { 

Herefords apparently are doing bet- 
ter as a purebreed than the Shorthorns 
and individwally the bulls are a very 
much better class. 1 told Mr. Graves 
that his Shorthorns were no credit to 
him, He says that the two herds 
which are kept separate during the 
breeding season are together during 
the winter, and receive the same treat- 
ment, but that while the Herefords do 
not often come up to be fed or housed 
they are always ir. a better condition. 
He started with the same number of 
each breed and has kept all the females 
in each cage and now find they brand 
about. twice as many Hereford. calves 
as Shorthorns, 

I am writing to Mr, Graves and will 
suggest that he allow, us to select him 
a few good Shorthorn bulls. He now 
sells a numiber of bulls every year and 
allows purchasers to pick for themp 
selves ior $50 per head. His yearling 
Herefords were very good specimens, 
In order to register his stock, which it 
will pay to do before long, he would 
require to keep the stock in herds by 
a single bull, H 

At the present time the men who 
purchase from him set practically no 
value on. a pedigree certificate, but the 
time will come no doubt when it will 
pay to have pedigree stock and supply 
certificates with the animals sold. ‘The 
same thing applies to his Clydesdales, 
The young horses he now sells for 
about $300 would fetch e if he had 
their papers, and this could be done 
more easily than with the cattle, 

I returned to Kamloops on the 26th. 
[ found that a number of horses had 
been shipped from British Columbia, es- 
pecially from the country south of 
Kamloops to the Northwest Terrritor- 
ies and a large proporticda of these had 
been very cheap lots, whereas there are 
some good animals in this country of 
both draft and the general purpose 
class, say from 850 to 1200 pounds, I 
shall select a shipment and consign to

8 satin Se eS ihe company were adding 50 miles 
to the Manitoba, Northwestern line 
trom Yorktom northwesterly toward 
Prince Albert. This would take the 
road nearly to the Quill lakes. It was 
the present intention when the road 
was further extended to pass north af 
the lakes. 

About 120 miles was being built this 
year under ‘the Northwest Central 
charter, This branch left the main 
line of the C. P. R. at Kirkella, Mani- 
toba, a short distance east of Mooso- 
min, N. W. T. It ran almost duct north, 
until near Fort Ellice, at the junction 
of the Qu’Appelle with the Assiniboine. 
It then ran easterly and northerly 
crossing the Qu’Appelle valley about 
the Scissors Creek. Thence it follaw- 


| ed the north side of the valley at no 


great distance serving the Pheasani 
Hills settlements; He hoped tbat it 
would be completed to Pheasant Creek 
this season. The intention was tocon- 
tinue this line on still following the 
north bank of the valley ta a junction 
with a short branch of ihe Prince Al- 
ber& road at Craven, where the Long 
lake creek joins the Qw’Appelle. The 
whole of this road was being built to 
Serve country already settled and pro- 
ducing wheat very largely, “which 
hitherto has been badly handicapped by 
distance from ihe main line of the C. 
P, R. and still more by the difficuliy 
of crossing the Qu’Appelle valley. This 
was one of the very finest wheat pro- 
ducing districts in the west, well set- 
tled and its product at present) adds 
greatly to the reputation and business 
of points along the C. P. R. main line 
south of the Qu’Appelle river. It was 
estimated that owing to the difficulty 
of crossing the Yy’Appelle this season 
owing to high water there wag still 
fully 300,000 bushels of last year’s 
wheat waiting to be hauled to market 
in that district, Now it was being held 
until the railway was completed, 

From a point on the road now build- 
ing on the Pheasant plain’ a branch was 
contemplated running northwesterly, 
to a large extent following the old. Sas- 
kKatchewan cart trail, reaching the 
South Branch at Saskaitoon or Clark’s 
crossing, thence to Battleford and Ed- 
monton by the most feasible route. 

Asked if the C. P. R. was likely to 
take any interest in opening up the 
country north and west of Edmonton 
Mr. Whyte said that the company had 
not yet selected all their land grant. 
They were being pressed to make their 
selection, and if they decided to take. 
land to the north and west they would 
no dpwbt take: measures io develop it by 
railway extension. ’

The spring was passed at Bredin & 
Cornwall's trading post. Most of ihe 
time being taken up huniing wild iow]. 

On the 24th oft May, ihey accompini- 
ed Baptiste Bichou, a half-breed, whi 
was going to the moyntains, with a 


pack train, to meet “Billy” Taylor, who | 


kad been trappirg on one of the upper 
branches of the Fraser. Taylor was 
met on the divide between the W apiti 
and Red Deer. The party continued ihe 
journey 25 miles further in company 
with Taylor, who turned back to his 
camp, to fetch his sypplies and furs. 
Some moope and mountain goats wers 
Killed on the expedition. The little 
party jogged along on the reiurn jour- 
ney, hunting as occasion offered and 
arrived at Sturgeon lake on Juno 
26th, 

At Sturgeon lake the party separat- 
ed, Taylor going to Lesser Slave lake 
and the Watsons starting for Lake St. 
Anne. The latter had no guide and 
miseed the trail at Buck lake. After 
an unpleasant time and wuch chopping 
they reached the crossing of the Atha- 
basca, near the McLeod and arrived at 
Lake St, Anne on the 2ist July. 

The Watsons are pleased with the 
Peace river coyntry as a whole but 
were somewhat disappointed in the 
Grand Prairie, Though they aresat- 
isfied there is a great {yture for that 
country as soon asirailrqad’ facilities 
are obtainable.

Harvest Hands. 

Free Press; The department of agri- 
culture and immigration has sent out 
cards to crop correspondents asking for 
the number of extra hands that willfbe 
require io each township to assist in 
harvesting. These will be compiled in 
the usual way, and Manitoba’s wanis 
advertised in the east. At the same 
time printed sheets are being prepared 
to be sent to every railway agent in 
the province, as follows; 

Station; name of farmer; number of 
men wanted for cutting; number of 
men wanted for stacking; total num- 
ber; time for first party to arrive: 

Every farmer who wants men 
should call at his nearest station, en- 
ter his name on said} list and fill out 
all particulars. These lists when col- 
lected will be compiled, and will form 
the ‘basis of reckoning, by which tick- 
ets will be sold to the respective sta- 
tions, ‘ 

Again, in past years tickets were 
sold in the east good to Estevan, 
Moose Jaw and Yorkton, with stop 
over privileges. Perhaps 90 per cent.
